Livestock Market 
Upset By Strike 


OTTAWA, (CP) — Seasonally 
heavy supplies of livestock, coupled 
with lack of adequate facilities due 
to the packinghouse strike resulted 
in a “somewhat disturbed” market 
and lower prices, the agriculture 
department reported Saturday in 
its weekly livestock report. 

At Toronto there was a fairly 
heavy holdover at the close. Packers 
took only a relatively small number 
and local butchers were unable to 
handle the balance of the supply 
Some top weighty steers brought 
15, others 14 downward, and butcher 
steers were generally 12-14. Warn- 
ings were being issued to shippers 
that prospects for clearing the in- 
creased offerings were not bright 

Similar conditions prevailed at 
Montreal where common to medium 
steers sold from 13.75 down to a low 
of 8. In the Maritimes no quota- 
tions were issued for cattle or calves, 
due to the strike situation.

However, Winnipeg fairly well 
Cleaned up the supply offered, the 
practical top on steers around 14 
and a good number going on east- 
ern orders at 11.50 to 13. Better 
grades of stockers and feeders were 
in good demand at 11-12.
